It would appear tv us that Napoleon 
Bonaparte has been somewhat premature 
in his return to France, Hit has been the 
result of a combination between himself 
and his Marshails, of which there are cer= 
tainly many evident proots, it would most 
assuredty have been better if tbe Sove- 
reigns had separated, and if the arniies (hat 
are now ready to oppose him had been 
reduced to their peace Establishment. 1t 
is difficult, however, to account tor the 
restless ambition of (his eatraordinary 
gen and it is stilb more difficult to 
ccount for the carelessucss with which 
he has been watched in his retreat. 
There are some articles in the English 
News-Papers, in which it is asserted that 
his designs were made known to the Con 
gress and tbat they were treated with con- 
tempt by the Ministers at Vienna; st ís 
difhcult, however, to imagine (hat informa- 
tion of such very great importance would 
be treated with neglect. 

It would appear by a defence of Sir 
Neil Campbell, which appears in the

escape. _Ìt is certainly two luufcivus to 
ebserve upon some occasions how unjust 
the popular voice muy be, as It il was 
possible fora single man tu prevent the 
escape of another who was sole and entire 
rulerin his own Kingdom. Papers from 
Vienna slate, that the Allied Suvereigus 
were at first inclinecd to view his escape 
wirh Little emotion, but the King ot Prussia 
saw at once the tm portant consequences 
it involved, aad urged the neeessity of 
the most prompt and decidad measures tu 
oppose his progress. The coronation of 
his beloved wife and son, which he for- 
mally announced would take place in 
May, will possibly be deferred, like the 
departure of the Sovereigtis, tw an indefie 
nite period, as sie has solcmuly renounced 
the Lu periat Fitte both for herself and the 


King ot Rome. 


It is certainly advantageous to the co 
mon cause that further ground tor personal 
animosity shoukd exist between the Em- 
peror of Austria and Nepoleon, we therce 
tore conceive that he will be somewhat 
disappointed when he finds his agent who 
has been sent to bring his dearly beloved 
wife to Paris, return alone with intelligence 


(hat, some of bis own family have been’ 


arrested. 
lt appears that Lord Cochrane, who 
has been returned for Westminster, had 
made his escape from the King’s Bench 
Prison and was apprehencted in the House 
of Comnions.

POLITICAL SITUATION or GREAT BRITAIN 


Perhaps there never was a period in 
which so many unafavourab.e circume 
stances conspirtd against this Country, as 
at the present moment. JM we may be 
bourne out iu the conclusion thät the prin- 
ciple of a new war is developing itsclf in 
the present novel positions of the conti= 
nent, our attention will be primarily dee 
voted to three distinct eonsiderations: Ist, 
The Powers likely to coalesce ; 2, To the 
purposes in which they will unite; Sd, 
Fhe ways and means upon which the coa« 
lition is to move, And here if we glance 
at the late alliance, with a hope of turning 
upon that mass of support we shall make 
tbe important discovery that the cause 
which bound that alliance upon one ol« 
ject, the virtue which made that alliance 
popular, and the money which gave it 
eflicacy, appear te have been alike equally 
dissipated, to have gone altogether to that 
political ‘* bourne,” from whence: there 
isno return. fn the first place, Sweden 
has procured her object (Norway) and 
Sweden is not a country to stake herself 
fort he objeets ef others. Austria will cer ° 
tainly not arm in a cause which, in sech- 
ing to weaken her power over the Gere 
man Empire, sct up a decided enemy, in. 
a Neighbour, to overawe her, and contracte 
ed for the polittcal degradation of an Arche 
duchess of that house. We have it from 
the authority of Bona parte, that the intere 
est of bis wife and son were to be sacrie 
ficed in order to reconcile the King of 
France to the new arrangements in Bele 
gium. We are therefore thrown on the 
union of Russia, Prussia, Holland, and 
England; these will in all probability, 
unite, (personally) against Bonaparte. 
Ás our House of Commons is at present 
constituted, we co not hope to see this 
evil avoided. To promote this plan, the 
country will instantly be put to the incon-= 
ceivabte ditculty and expence of calling 


nr out the regular militia ; and be condemn. 


ed to the horrors of a renewal of (he ins 

come Tax. Inorder to give a pecnliae 

selish to these delights, our corn martg 
will fcel the influence ot the foreign mar- 

kets of grain closing, in a great degree 

against us; and the people erroneously 
attributing thiseffect to the operation of 
the detestable Corn Bill, will menace the 

peace of (be country by an indiscriminate 

hostility against all the supporters of that 

odious measure.

However that enter« 

prize may end, neither fact nor argument 

can ever clear the conduct of the Allies 

of a folly which will be held up to uni« 

versal opprobrium by every ran on whom:

Gass, 
The news of his entrance into Grenoble 
reached us on the evening of (be Sth, aud 
we al the same time keasned that the gar- 
rison of (hat city had flown to meet the 
Monarch restored to the admiration to the 
wishes of the French and of the army; 
jey was there scen impressed on every 
countenanee, the cry of Vive Empercur 
did not yet escape from alt mouths, but it 
gras in all hearts excepting (he perfidious 
and insensible hearts of some (raitors, vrie 
Enough to seek their own elevation in the 
degradation of their country. 

fn the mean time Monsieur the Caant 
D'Artois arrived within our wall, with the 
Dake of Orleans amk Count de Dornas. 
The 2Oth Regiment drama from Monthri= 
Bo1, re-inforced the Garrison of byons 
composed of the 24th light Fofantry and the 
13th Dragoons. An appeal was made to a 
portion of the National Guards. ‘The two 
bridgeson the road were barricadoed, the 
Prince passed the troopsin review,anden= 
deavoured to animate them for the Royab 
Cause. —Vain efforts! The last and useless 
resource of a weak Government, which 
eould neither resanimate afvettons leng 
since extinguished, nor make the army 
forget those colours which, during 25 years 
passed (rium phaat through all the capitals 
‘of Europe, andxalted the French name 
to the highest degree of celébrity. 

In the morning the Prince made an. 
other attempt on the spirit of the soldiers, 
he went thro”all (he ranks, but he found 
them frozen, he saw that it was then ne- 
cessary to resobve on departing and carry« 
ing off tbe troops. 

The Marshal Duke of Terentam hav. 
ing arrive in the morning, visited. the two 
bridges; preparations for resistance ap- 

ared to recommence, (he regiments ape 
proached the bridges, but every one knew 
tbatthe advanced posts ‘of the Empuror 
were on the left bank of the Rhine, in the 
Fanbourgh Geullatine, where their pree 
sence excited the most lively enthustasin.

DEUREES OE BONAPARTE. | 
Bonaparie issued at Lyons several Decrees,
